His occupation is listed as a :°ree lance writer and it shows 
he is a member in good standing of the Screen V/riters 
Guild, Los Angeles, California , 

On June 22, 1968 and July 7, 1968, sources of 
information familiar with some phases of Cuban activity 
in the Los Angeles area were contacted and they could furnish 
no information regarding the activities of Bradbury. 

On May 28, 1968, the records of the Los Angeles 
Police Department (LAPD), Los /ngeles, California, reflected 
that Ray Douglas Bradbury was arresbed on December 31, 19^3 
on suspicion of violation or a Selective Service and Training 
Act, 19^0 and he was released cn January 3, 19^, record 
number 62193, booking number 587^. The records of the 
LAPD contain no additional record concerning Bradbury. 

On May 27, 1968, the records of the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Office (LASO), Los Angeles, California, 
v/ere reviewed and they contained no information identifiable 
to Bradbury.
